Icy winter blast causes collisions 


weather The capital re¬ 
gion’s first icy blast deliv¬ 
ered a sobering reminder to 
drivers yesterday, following 
countless injuiy collisions 
and the death of a small 
child. 

The boy was one of four 
family members from cen¬ 
tral Alberta in a pickup 
truck travelling north¬ 
bound on Highway 2, two 
kilometres south of the Mil¬ 
let overpass at about 9 a.m. 

The driver lost control on 
the slippery highway, 


crossed the median and 
struck a cube van heading 
southbound. 

The boy died at the scene 
and all the other family 
members were taken to the 
University Hospital. The 
mother and father are in se¬ 
rious but stable condition, 
while a one-year-old suf¬ 
fered a minor injuiy. 

Nobody in the cube van 
was hurt. 

“It certainly was a bad 
combination of the temper¬ 
atures being right and, not 


a lot of snowfall, but it did 
stick to the highway and 
caused a lot of grief for 
commuters this morning,” 
Alberta Motor Association 
spokesman Terry Clove- 
cholc said. “People need to 
see the big picture and slow 
down out there.”

Family, police still looking for 
missing man one year later

A year after Dylan 
Koshman vanished from 
his south Edmonton 
home, his family and local 
police are still keeping the 
search alive. 

“It’s a mother’s and a 
family’s determination,” 
said Koshman’s mother, 
Melanie Alix. “Each one of 
my children means the 
world to me. I can’t imag¬ 
ine not doing everything I 
possibly can in my lifetime 
to try and find him and re¬ 
store some peace to me and 
my family.” 

The 21-year-old was last 
seen on Oct. 11, 2008, when 
he wandered away from his 
residence after an argu¬ 
ment with is roommates in 
the middle of the night. 

“It’s been an ongoing in¬ 
vestigation that we’ve been 
working on for the last 
year,” said Edmonton Police 
Service missing persons 
unit Const. Sean Jenkinson. 
“As the one-year anniver¬ 
sary approaches, we’re 
making another appeal to 
the public for any informa¬ 
tion that will help us in our 
investigation.” 

Police have received in¬ 
formation as the investiga-

tion has evolved and now 
they’re hoping new details 
will be revealed, Jenkinson 
added. 

“For us as a unit, this has 
been a really unique experi¬ 
ence,” he said. “I speak 
weekly, sometimes multi¬ 
ple times in a week, with 
Dylan’s mom. Sometimes 
the family can generate as¬ 
sistance from the public 
better then police can so it’s 
been a great job by them.” 

A candle-light vigil will 
be held at 10404 - 33 Ave. 
on Sunday evening. Alix 
said she hopes the lights 
will act as a beacon for her 
lost son. 

“There’s a big link miss¬ 
ing in this family chain and 
we just want to know 
where he is. We need to 
know,” she said. “In my 
heart I know someone 
knows something that 
they’re not saying.”

Dozens of tiny, four¬ 
legged imports boarded 
an international flight to 
colder climates and a new 
lease on life yesterday. 

Phase 3 of Operation Cali¬ 
fornia Cuties got its wings 
thanks to a private Edmon¬ 
ton Humane Society sup¬ 
porter, who flew the de¬ 
signer dogs to the 780 in a 
private jet from California. 

“It was 85 degrees 
Fahrenheit when they left 
Fresno,” EHS spokewoman 
Shawna Randolph said. “To 
get here and it’s all windy 
and chilly, was a shock.” 

Luckily, the Humane So¬ 
ciety greeted the dogs with 
a heated truck and 85 little 
sweaters. 

Found in puppy mills, 
dumpsters or abandoned 
homes, the pups were 
flown to Edmonton as part 
of the society’s ongoing res¬ 
cue mission. 

It seems small-breed dogs 
are high in demand in Al¬ 
berta, but common as dan¬ 
delions in California, Ran¬ 
dolph said.

Carbon capture 
project lands funds 

emissions The Alberta and 
federal governments have 
announced more than $850 
million in funding for a car¬ 
bon capture and storage 
project near Edmonton. 

The money will be spent 
over 15 years at the Shell 
Quest project, jointly 
owned by Shell Canada, 
Chevron Canada and 
Marathon Oil Sands. 

The money will pay for 
the development of 
technology that could even¬ 
tually capture more than 
one megatonne of carbon 
dioxide from Shell’s 
Scotford upgrader. 

Alberta has pledged to 
spend $2 billion on carbon 
capture and storage 
projects. More than half the 
money has yet to be allocat¬ 
ed. 

Carbon capture and stor¬ 
age is seen by some as the 
best way to reduce industri¬ 
al emissions. But critics say 
it won’t be enough on its 
own for Canada to meet its 
emission-reduction goals.

Olympic Movement” — 
has moved to protect its 
image on a social media 
site. 

“Images of the Games 
taken by you may not be 


used for any purposes oth¬ 
er than private, which 
does not include licensing 
of the pictures to third par¬ 
ties,” said the notice.

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Deflation creates a dangerous spiral

f it isn’t one thing, it’s 
another. When econo¬ 
mists aren’t fretting 
over a renewal of infla¬ 
tion, they’re fearful of 
deflation, a general fall in 
the level of prices for goods 


and services. Deflation is 
lately seen to have taken 
root in Japan. Consumer 
prices excluding food in 
that countiy dropped 2.4 
per cent in August from 
the previous year, the 
biggest fall since the coun¬ 
tiy started keeping records 
in 1971. It remains uncer¬ 
tain whether deflation will 
be exported to Canada like 
some economic H1N1, but 
this is not an infection we 
want. As tantalizing as it 
might be to think of our 
dollars having increased 
purchasing power, defla¬ 


tion would have mostly 
negative consequences. 
Falling prices can actually 
discourage purchasing, 
and in the longer term cur¬ 
tail output and investment, 
leading to lower overall de¬ 
mand. Eventually, you get 
a deflationaiy spiral that 
shrivels the economy. 

For those who run busi¬ 
nesses, deflation has scaiy 
implications. Take a gro- 
ceiy chain like Loblaws — 
deflation means product 
prices on the shelf decline, 
even while other operating 
costs such as wages, thanks 


to labour contracts, have 
built-in increases. Margins 
are then squeezed even 
tighter, bad news in a busi¬ 
ness that in recent years 
has been rapaciously com¬ 
petitive and, since last 
year, hobbled by recession. 

Loblaws just introduced 
its new “Rounded Down” 
program of price reduc¬ 
tions and its deputy chair¬ 
man has recently said that 
food inflation is turning in¬ 
to food deflation. That will 
put groceiy retailers under 
even more intense pres¬ 
sure to build sales rev¬ 


enues on the basis of vol¬ 
ume rather than price. It 
means being locked into 
expansion plans to build 
the ever larger stores that 
can actually deliver vol¬ 
ume and continuing with 
internal process improve¬ 
ments to make stock deliv- 
eiy and store operations 
more efficient. 

For Loblaws, imminent 
deflation is just one more 
piece of distasteful news. 
The company has strug¬ 
gled successfully in recent 
years to rethink its product 
offering, fix a flawed sup¬ 


ply chain, and fortify the 
bottom line, all with gro¬ 
ceiy predators like Wal- 
Mart encroaching on its 
territoiy. The payoff has 
been elusive. Loblaw Com¬ 
panies shares were worth 
more than $76 just four 
years ago. Today they’re 
just above $31. If deflation 
infects the checkout count¬ 
er, the share price becomes 
just as vulnerable as the 
price of tomatoes.

What's our city's approach to tough times?

Imagine that you are in the 
same fix as many people in 
this city. You have a family 
to feed, house and clothe 
and you have either lost 
your job, or your income has 
been dramatically reduced. 
What would you do? 

For most of us, the answer 
is clear. We would look at 
where we are spending 
money and determine what 
expenses could be eliminat¬ 


ed and what expenses must 
continue to be paid. The first 
things to go would likely be 
the fun stuff: movies, eating 
out, vacations and the like. If 
things got really tough, you 
might have to move into a 
less expensive living space. 

As you looked down your 
list, you would see some 
things that just couldn’t be 
cut. If you had a child that 
needed regular medication, 
you wouldn’t cut that. You 
wouldn’t cut back on nutri¬ 
tious food for your kids. It 
would be veiy hard, but you 
would tiy to find eveiy pos¬ 
sible way you could reduce 
your expenses and still keep 
your family healthy and 
whole by determining what 
is a “must have” and what is 


a “would like to have.” 

Since we all know that 
this approach is both logical 
and fair, it comes as a sur¬ 
prise that the city doesn’t 
take the same approach 
when it finds itself in a fi¬ 
nancial bind. Tiy identifying 
one thing this city has done 
to actually reduce its costs 
while at the same time still 
delivering the level of servic¬ 
es its citizens require. Has it 
learned how to do the same 
with less? 

What is the city’s ap¬ 
proach to these troubled 
economic times? It is delib¬ 
erating whether or not it 
should cut its social services 
budget by $2 million. I 
doubt veiy much that cut 
would make much differ¬ 


ence to its bottom line, but 
it would sure hurt a lot of 
very vulnerable people. 
While you are pondering 
that, there are a number of 
things that are worth re¬ 
membering. This is the 
same city that bought 
$18,000 worth of bicycles 
for employees to use. This is 
the same city that ponied up 
$1 million in support of the 
Indy. This is the same city 
that has let its work force 
grow by more than 22 per 
cent in the last four years. 
This is also the city that says 
it cares about its citizens. 

Apparently not.

Loonie to reach parity this year? 


The Canadian dollar 
appears to be again reach¬ 
ing for parity. 

With the greenback 
falling against most global 
currencies, the loonie has 
caught an updraft that has 
seen it gain about three 
cents in just over a week, to 
approach 95 cents US. 

And many factors — in¬ 
cluding an expected posi¬ 
tive jobs report from Statis¬ 
tics Canada on Friday — are 
expected to help keep the 
loonie rising, possibly to 
parity by the end of the 
year. 

The consensus is for the

agency to report that 5,000 
net jobs were created in 
September. That is a mod¬ 
est number, but marks a 
major difference from the 
situation in the U.S. — 
against whose currency the 
loonie is measured. 


It would represent the 
second monthly employ¬ 
ment gain in Canada and a 
clear indication the country 
is bouncing back from re¬ 
cession, whereas the U.S. is 
still reporting massive 
three-digit monthly job 
losses. In fact, the U.S. has¬ 
n’t had a positive reading in 
almost two years. 

As well, the Australian 
central bank’s decision this 
week to raise interest rates 
is leading to speculation 
that the Bank of Canada 
will be the next to move, re¬ 
gardless of governor Mark 
Carney’s “conditional com¬ 


mitment” to keep the poli¬ 
cy rate at an ultra- 
low 0.25 per 
cent until 
mid- 
2010. 

Car¬ 
ney did¬ 
n’t 
any¬ 
thing to 
dissuade 
the specula¬ 
tion with his latest speech, 
in which he devoted three 
paragraphs to reminding 
listeners that the commit¬ 
ment was conditional, 
stressing that the pledge 


was “an expectation, not a 
promise.” 

The loonie is also benefit¬ 
ing from a general mood 
of optimism about the 
global economy that is 
pushing commodity 
prices and demand 
higher, particularly 
for oil. 

“The market has a re¬ 
newed risk appetite, very 
similar to what we saw 
through the early part of 
2007,” when the loonie 
went beyond parity, said 
Shane Enright, a currency 
strategist with CIBC.

Canadian home prices up: Survey 


NOT ENOUGH HOMES The 

housing market may be re¬ 
covering, but is experienc¬ 
ing an undersupply of 
homes for sale in southern 
Ontario and elsewhere in 
Canada.

Royal LePage says the av¬ 
erage price of a two-storey 
home in Canada is up just 
0.1 per cent from a year ago 
at $409,335. 

Average bungalow values

age condo increased 0.09 
per cent to $243,748.

Canadian-born actress a Wild Thing in classic children's tale

Chris Cooper, something 
she appreciated greatly. 

The movie is based on a 
23-page book, so there was¬ 


n’t a whole lot of source ma¬ 
terial for O’Hara to draw on 
in defining her character. 
Luckily, the Second City vet¬ 
eran has something of a 
knack for improvisation, as 
any fan of her work in 
Christopher Guest’s films 
already knows.

Heartbreaking Silence 


Lorna's Silence

Lorna’s Silence — the lat¬ 
est film by Cannes 
favourites the Dardenne 
brothers — is a powerful 
and emotionally draining 
experience. 

Watching the film can’t 
exactly be described as fun, 
but the raw emotions and 
difficult subject matter the 
Dardennes study with their 
unflinching handheld cam¬ 
eras are vital and com¬ 
pelling. The movie might 
be a little more convention¬ 
al than the previous fea¬ 
tures by the masterful Bel¬ 
gian siblings, but it’s no 
less emotionally challeng¬ 
ing. 

Arta Dobroshi brings a 
cold exterior and conflict-

ed interior to the lead role 
of Lorna. She plays a 
woman who has married a 
pathetic junkie named 
Claudy to secure herself 
Belgian citizenship and 
plans to quickly divorce 
the soriy man to marry a 
Russian criminal as part of 
the same scam. 

The operation is run by 
Fabio, a sleazy under¬ 
ground figure with myste¬ 
rious connections. Lorna 
takes part in the disrep¬ 
utable scheme in the 


hopes of making enough 
money to open a cafe with 
her boyfriend. It’s clear 
early on this is little more 
than a fantasy and Lorna is 
stuck in a ring of human 
exploitation not unlike 
prostitution. 

She may not be forced to 
sleep with any of her ac¬ 
complices, but she’s being 
used purely for her gender 
and treated in a dehuman¬ 
izing manner not unlike a 
lady of the night. 

The Dardennes never 
paint the characters as he¬ 
roes or villains, instead 
presenting a collection of 
flawed human beings 
trapped in overwhelming 
circumstances. The situa¬ 
tions explored in Lorna’s 
Silence are sadly quite true 
and the filmmakers treat 
them with the level of 
gravity and realism they 
deserve. 

It’s a heartbreaking film, 
but a rewarding one offer¬ 
ing plenty of material for 
passionate red-eyed discus¬ 
sion to be carried out by 
the audience long after the 
credits roll.

When Vince Vaughn and 
Jon Favreau debuted 
Swingers in 1996 , it 
seemed like the world got 
two new kings of comedy. 
The pair’s output since 
then has been disappoint¬ 
ingly inconsistent, bring¬ 
ing both big hits (Old 
School for Vaughn, Iron 
Man for Favreau as a direc¬ 
tor) and big misses (you 
know the ones). 

But at least there was al¬ 
ways the hope that when 
the pair worked together as 


writers it would guarantee 
quality. Unfortunately that 
hope has vanished with 
Couples Retreat. Favreau 
and Vaughn teamed up on 
both sides of the camera for 
this romantic comedy, but 
sadly produced one of their 
weakest efforts. 

Vaughn and Favreau star 
as a pair of married men 
who are talked into a week- 
long holiday retreat with 
their near-divorced friend, 
played by Jason Bateman, 
and their wives. 

Unfortunately when they 
get to the tropical resort, 
they learn that they’ve been 
swindled into a week of 
couple’s therapy. Guess 
what? The couples that 
thought their relationships 
worked end up being just as 
dysfunctional as the ones 
planning a divorce. 

It’s all very predictable 
and while the actors bring 


out their established comic 
personas through a series of 
marathon improv sessions, 
the smattering of laughs 
can’t enliven the tired plot. 

The wives are all played 
by talented actresses (Malin 
Akerman, Kristin Bell, and 
Kristin Davis), but unfortu¬ 


nately none of them are 
permitted to do much be¬ 
yond looking dumbfounded 
as the guys make fools of 
themselves. This problem 
sums up the film, which 
feels like a series of missed 
opportunities. 

Couples Retreat is a pleas¬ 


ant enough time-waster 
with some decent laughs, 
but given the talent in¬ 
volved it should have been 
more. 

It’s nice to see Vaughn 
and Favreau acknowledge 
their age and make a movie 
about adults, too bad it 


turned out to be just as dis¬ 
posable as any mass-pro¬ 
duced romantic comedy. At 
least the cast and crew got a 
free tropical getaway.

Being thankful for music

he price of CDs 
has finally come 
down: Part of the 
reason file-sharing 
took off so fast ten 
years ago was because we 
wanted more music than 
we could afford to buy. 
And yes, CDs were too ex¬ 
pensive. That’s all changed 
today. Market forces 1, 
high prices, 0. 

The price of singles has 
gone back to levels not seen 
since the ‘70s: Buying a 7- 
inch single back then cost 
anywhere from 99 cents to 
$1.29. What are the a la 
carte prices on for digital 
singles sold on iTunes and 
elsewhere? Ninety-nine 
cents to $1.29 — or, in 
some cases, even lower. 

They still make turnta¬ 
bles: Towards the ends of 
the 90s, every Christmas 
was framed as “the last time 
you’ll ever be able to buy a 
turntable.” Vinyl coughed 
up a lung and lingered in 
the ICU for a few years, but 
now it’s been reborn. 

Box sets: People will 
spend money on some¬ 
thing that’s perceived to 
have good value. Sure, you 
can BitTorrent Neil Young’s 
entire oeuvre for free, but 
nothing downloadable can 


match the richness of his 
Archives box set. 

The Internet: In the old 
days, people got their music 
from radio, magazines, 
friends, video channels and 
the guy at the record store. 
That still applies today, but 
now we have Faceboolc, 
Twitter, SoundCloud, 
YouTube, RapidShare, 
streams and an infinite 
number of BitTorrent sites. 
Instead of someone filtering 
the music for us, the entire 
universe lays open. Infinite 
choice is sometimes frus¬ 
trating and scary, but would 
you have it any other way? 

MySpace: I know it’s 
fashionable to bash My¬ 
Space as people sing the 
glories of Faceboolc, but if 
you’re an artist anywhere 
in the world, the cheapest 
and most efficient way to 
make your music available 
to the world is to have a 
MySpace Page. If you’re in 
a band and you don’t have 
a MySpace page, it’s like 
you don’t exist. I can’t tell 
you the number of bands 
I’ve discovered this way. 

DRM is dead, dead, dead: 
The thing for which I’m 
most thankful this year. It 
seems quaint and laughable 
that the recording industry 
demanded digital locks on 
downloads and restricted 
the number of times we 
could burn a purchased 
track to CD. Consumers 1, 
DRM proponents, 0.

When Michael Buble 
broke up with longtime 
girlfriend and actress Emi¬ 
ly Blunt last year the blo- 
gosphere went nuts. Nude 
photos of the singer were 
plastered on the web, vit¬ 
riolic comments were 
abundant, and all his dirty 
laundry was aired for 
everyone to read. Not only 
was the split hard on the 
singer, it was the first time 
he became grist for the 
gossip mill. 

“Some bloggers get a real 
kick out of the destruction 
of a human being,” he says 
during a stop in Toronto.

While the kind words 
may stem from the fact that 
Buble is advertising his new 
album — Crazy Love — all 
over Hilton’s website, it 
can’t hurt to say nice things 
about the blogger. Especial¬ 
ly because the subject mat¬ 
ter on his new disc could 
put him back on the celebri¬ 
ty website radar — it’s 


alongside Ron Sexsmith 
and his fantastic song 
Whatever it Takes. 

He even penned two of 
his own tunes, Hold On 
and Haven’t Met You, 
which he says is “tons easi¬ 
er” than covering someone 
else’s song. 

“It’s easier because no 
one can compare the song 
to the 400 iconic artist who 
recorded it before you,” he 
says.

But for Season 2, debut¬ 
ing Friday, they got to 
shoot a scene on a real 
street corner in Tokyo, 
which was “pretty amaz¬ 
ing and actually kind of 
weird,” said Dunne. 

“I’m sure people will be 
like, Wow, look at that — 



that is really good green 
screen,’ ” Dunne said in a 
recent telephone inter¬ 
view from New York, 
where he was promoting 
the show. 

Sanctuaiy, created by 
Damian Kindler, began as 
a webisode series in early 
2007 and was later picked 
up for TV, debuting in 
Canada, the U.S. and the 
U.K. in October 2008. Co- 
stars include Emilie 
Ullerup, Ryan Robbins and 
Christopher Heyerdahl. 
The series — 
which is nominat¬ 
ed for six Gemini 
Awards next 
month, includ¬ 
ing one for 
Dunne — is said 
to be the first in 
North America to 
use the Red camera, 
which captures images 
digitally at more than four 
times the resolution of a 
high-definition camera. 

Dunne, who hails from 
Toronto and now lives in 
Los Angeles, said it was 
shocking at first to see 
himself in such crisp reso¬ 
lution. 


Suddenly, lots more 
viewers in the House 


It's one thing when a roof 
collapses on a house, but 
when House goes through 
the roof, something curi¬ 
ous is happening. 

The Hugh Laurie med¬ 
ical drama returned for a 
sixth season Sept. 21 and 
drew an astounding 4.4 
million Canadian viewers 
on Global, double the se¬ 
ries’ average last season 
and by far the highest rat¬ 
ing in its history. 

That’s more Canadians 
than were counted watch¬ 
ing the Super Bowl, the 
Grey Cup or the finale of 
American Idol last season. 

The two-hour House pre¬ 
miere was a pretty good 
episode, but that good? 

In fact, what jacked up 
House was the brand new 
way those viewers were 
counted. On Aug. 31, the 
national ratings service 
BBM Canada rolled out its 
new Portable People Meter 
data across the country. 

Piloted for five years in 
Montreal, the new, im¬ 
proved way of gathering 
TV and radio ratings has 
energized a battered Cana¬ 
dian TV industry desperate 
for good news. 

While ratings for Cana¬ 
dian broadcasters have 



seemed to be trending 
down, overnight they are 
higher than ever. The sec¬ 
ond episode of House drew 
3.5 million. Survivor re¬ 
turned to 3.1 million. 
Grey’s Anatomy stormed 
back to over three million. 

Why all of this matters is 
that high¬ 
er audi¬ 
ence lev¬ 
els gener¬ 
ally lead 
to higher 
ad rates, 
welcome 
news for 
broadcast¬ 
ers in the Hugh Laurie 
midst of a 

prolonged ad slump. 

BBM Canada president 
Jim MacLeod says the new 
data reveal viewers “we 
were blind to before.” 

The new pager-sized de¬ 
vice, at just 75 grams, is 
easy to use and follows 
people wherever they 
watch TV, including the 
homes of friends and 
neighbours, even restau¬ 
rants and bars. BBM has al¬ 
so increased its survey pan¬ 
el, targeting more strategic 
neighbourhoods with rap¬ 
id population growth.

“I was like, God, I’ve got 
to start trimming my nose 
hairs. You could see every 
pore,” said Dunne, whose 
other TV credits include 
Dawson’s Creek, CSI: Mia¬ 
mi and NCIS.

That, along with the se¬ 
ries’ compelling scripts 


and strong acting, can 
make filming in front of a 
grass-coloured backdrop 
all day “a lot of fun,” said 
Dunne. 

“With all those ele¬ 
ments, you kind of forget 
about the fact that you’re 
standing on a stage that’s 
got green floors and green 
walls and a green ceiling 
and sometimes even green

Lloyd Webber’s Phantom 
takes a ride to Coney Island 


The Phantom of the Opera is 
coming back — but this 
time, he’ll be haunting the 
amusement park at New 
York's Coney Island. 

Star composer Andrew 
Lloyd Webber on Thursday 
announced a long-awaited 
sequel to his massively 
successful The Phantom of 
the Opera, one of the 
world’s best loved and 
longest running musicals. 

“There’s unfinished 
business,” Webber told 
journalists assembled for a 
teaser — a new song fea¬ 
turing the titular Phan¬ 
tom, played by Ramin 
Karimloo, and his love in¬ 


terest Christine, played by 
American Sierra Boggess. 

“I don’t regard this as a 
sequel; it’s a standalone 
piece,” Webber said. 

The production is called 
Love Never Dies. It is due 
to open in London in 
March. The musical also 
will be staged in New York 
in November 2010 and 
will open in Australia in 
2011. 

The musical picks up a 
decade after the original’s 
conclusion, and has the 
Phantom trading his cus¬ 
tomary hideout beneath 
the Paris opera house for 
Coney Island, the iconic 


Brooklyn amusement park 
known for its roller coast¬ 
ers and “Nathan’s Fa¬ 
mous” hot dogs. Webber 
said he wanted to produce 
a sequel because the origi¬ 
nal’s ending, which sees 
Christine leave the brood¬ 
ing Phantom for his rival 
Raoul, was unsatisfactory. 

“Christine goes off with 
this boring guy, the Phan¬ 
tom disappears,” Lloyd 
Webber said. He said he 
wanted to set the piece at 
Coney Island because, at 
its turn-of-the-century hey¬ 
day, it was “the eighth 
wonder of the world.”

INGREDIENTS: 

15 uncooked jumbo pasta 
shells 

1 1/2 cups (375 ml) firm to¬ 
fu 

3 tbsp (45 ml) grated 
Romano cheese, divided 

2 garlic cloves, peeled 
1 package (10 oz/300 g) 
frozen chopped spinach, 
thawed and dried 

1 can (14 oz/398 ml) Italian 
diced tomatoes, drained 
1 can (8 oz/250 g) tomato 
sauce 

1/4 cup (50 ml) dry red 
wine 

1/2 cup (125 ml) shredded 
mozzarella cheese 


Drain shells; stuff with to¬ 
fu mixture. 

2. In small bowl, combine 
tomatoes, tomato sauce 
and wine. Spread 1/2 cup 
(125 ml) sauce in 11-in. x 
7-in. x 2-in. (28 cm x 18 c, 
x 2 cm) baking dish coated 
with nonstick cooking 
spray. Arrange stuffed 
shells over sauce. Top with 
remaining sauce. 

3. Cover and bake at 350 F 
(180 C) 25 minutes. Uncov¬ 
er; sprinkle with 
mozzarella and remaining 
Romano. Bake 8-10 
minutes or until shells are 
heated through and 
cheese is melted. 


METHOD: 

1. Cook pasta shells 
according to package 
directions. Meanwhile, in 
blender, combine tofu, 2 
tbsp (25 ml) Romano 
cheese and garlic until 
smooth. (Add 1 tbsp/15 ml 
water if mixture is too 
thick.) Add spinach; 
process until blended.
